RUSSIAN FLEET CORKED 


IN PORT ARTHUR HARBOR 
BY BRAVE JAP SAILORS 


BUISSIANS. TAKE 
NEUTRAL TOWN 


Czar’s Forces in Complet Con- 
trol at Niuchwang, 


Proclamation Issustl Declaring the 


Treaty Port Unde Martial Law. 
Action Is Regarded as 
Challenge to the Neu- 
tral Powers. 


Niuchwang, March 28.—The civil admin- 
istration yesterday evening notified all the 
foreign consuls and residents of Viceroy 
Alexieff’s order placing the city and port 
of Niuchwang under martial law, ex- 
plaining that it had been so ordered 
for the purpose of safeguarding the com- 
mercial interests of the port. 

Pending the publication of the full text 
of Viceroy Alexieff’s order, the follow- 
ing regulations are ordered to be imme- 
diately operative: 

“1, The entire territory of the city 
and port, also all persons, without dis- 
tinction of jurisdiction and nationality. 
resident, in said territory, are subjected 
to special regulations regarding a state 
of war. . 

“2. Alj travelers arriving by sea and 
all cargoes entering port are to be in- 
spected both by naval officers and cus- 
toms officials. 

“3. The importation 
munition is forbidden. 

“4. The exportation 
war is forbidden 

“6. Persons desiring to export contra- 
band goods are required to deposit a sum 
equivalent to the value of the cargo. 
This deposit is to serve as a guarantee 
that the cargo is not to be forwarded 
from neutral. ports either to Japan or Ko- 
rea, 

“6. The functions of the light ship and 
harbor guides in the river Liao are sus- 
pended. 

“7. Contraband of war is to consist of 
such articles as are mentioned in the de- 
cTee issued by the czar February ,28, de- 
fining cOntraband of war.”’ 

A Wet of contraband goods then fol- 
lows. This list includes beans and bean 
cakes, and other food stuffs. The inter- 
ference with this traffic here, together 
with the operation of article 5 referred 
to above, will stop Niuchwang’s trade. 

Five ships which. arrived outside today 
and numerous others due will be unable 
to ship cargoés. 

The opinion of leading foreign resi- 
dents and officials is that although the 
rights of neutrals remain unaltered by 
treaty, Russia assumes the power to an- 
nul these rights, also consular jurisdic- 
tion and exterritorialty, rendering the p»- 
sition of foreign consuls untenable. 

In some quarters the order is regarded 
as an apparent challenge to neutral pow- 
ers, especially to China on account of 
the appropriation of her territory and that 
it renders the United States gunboat 
Helena and the British cruiser Espiegi« 
liable to an order to leave port. 

The consols will await instructions 
from their respective governments inas- 
much as there is no law to guide the con- 
guls’ actions. The property and trade in- 
terests of the foreign residents are pre 
pared to be abandoned, 

The foreign consuls hela a confer- 
ence with the civil administratiun to- 
day. The latter informed them that the 
ful} intention of Russia’s order of yes- 
terday was to proclaim martial law and 
also to annul consular jurisdiction, and 
that the same was already annuiled. 

The Britivh consul interpreted the or- 
der as not declaring martial law. 

The other consuls were unable yes- 
terday to comprehend MNRussia’s_ inten- 
tion. 

The administrator agrees with the con- 
suls to suspend a rigid enforcement of 
said order unti] the foreign governments 
act, in order to lessen the complica- 
tions. 

The Americans here call attention to 
the apparent defeat of American aims 
regarding the placing of consUls in Man- 
churia by the execution of Russia’s or- 
der. 

American and British flags were to- 
day removed by the Russian military 
from the property of citizens of Amer- 
ican or British nationality.

Advices from Tokio State That 
Entrance to Harbor Has 
Been Blocked, 


FOUR MERCHANT SHIPS 
SUNK AT THE ENTRANCE 


Men Who Volunteered To Sink the 
Ships Under the Fire of Rus- 
sian Guns Were Rescued 
by the Torpedo Boat 
Destroyers. 


ARIS, March 29.—The St. Pe- 

tersburg correspondent of The 

Petit Parisiene says it is re- 
ported that the Viadivostok squadron 
under the command of Captain Reit- 
zenstein has returned to port with 
several prizes, including a Japanese 
warship. 


OKIO, March 28—4 p. m.—A 

telegram received from Niu- 

chwang this afternoon says 
that at 3 o’clock yesterday morning 
the Japanese succeeded in sinking 
four steamers at the mouth of Port 
Arthur harbor. A flotilla of de- 
stroyers convoyed the merchantmen, 
which were subsequently sunk, and 
rescued the volunteer crews. Later 
the Japanese battle ships bombarded 
the town and its defenses. 


INFERNAL MACHINES 
USED BY THE JAPANESE 

St. ePtersburg, March 28.—4:55 p. m.— 
Large crowds gathered before the Dul- 
letin poards today to read the official 
accounts of the second unsuccessful at- 
tempt of the Japanese to bottle up the 
Russian fleet at Port Arthur. Lieutenant 
Krinizki’s heroic work on the enemy’s 
transport ships and torpedo boats and 
action of these officers in boarding the 
burning steamers, extinguishing the 
flames and cutting the wires connecting 
with the infernal machines evoked en- 
thusiasm, while the almost universal ex- 
clamation applied to Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff as the people turned away Was: 
‘Molodeta,””’ which might literally be 
translated, ‘‘He’s a dandy.”’ 

The, action of the Japanese in making 
use of infernal machines has aroused in- 
dignation. No further detalis have been 
received except that the fnjury to the 
torpedo boat destroyer Silni from ground- 
ing is such that it can easily be repaired. 

The AssOciated Press has received con- 
firmation of the report that Admirai 
Makaroff during his recOnnoissance of 
the Elliott islands captred a Japanese 
vessel towing a ChineSe junk, but the 
vessel was a small steamer, not a gun- 
boat. The crews. were taken off, after 
which both vessels wére sunk.

St. Petersburg, March 28.—The text of 
the acknowledgment by the empress of 
the donation of $5,000 by the Westing- 
house Electric Gompany to her fund for 
the rellef of the sick and wounded ig as 
follows:

Queen Feodorovna, to express her sin-

St. Petersburg, March 28.—Genera] Ku- 
ropatkin hag left his train at Mukden and 
is proceeding to Liao-Yang, whence it is 
now believed he will prdceed to the front 
for an inspection of the troops, hig visit 
to Port Arthur being temporarily post- 
poned. 

Reports from the general staff say the 
Japanese skirmishers are more enterpris- 
ing and that more outpost affairs may be 
ex pected. 

RUSSIAN CIVIL OFFICERS 
MUST STAND JAP FIRE 

St. Petersburg, March 28.—Lieutenant 
General] Stoessel, in command of Port Ar- 
thur, has issued an order: forbidding civil- 
ian functionaries to desert their offices 
ahd seek places of safety during bom- 
bardments. General Stoessel sarcastically 
observes that he has not seen them at the 
batteries when the enemy was attacking.

Massachuselts Ber bln Un- 


dertakes To Criticise South, 


Alleges That Lynchings in North 
Are Work of Disorderly Ele- 
ment — Sharp Retorts by 
Southern Members—Clark 
on the Tariff.

Washington, March 28.—Although the 
sundry civil bill constructively was. un- 
der discussion in the house of represen- 
tatives today, the debate took a wide 
range, Mr. Gillett, of Massachusetts, de- 
voting considerable time to answering 
Some of the statements recently made on 
the floor by Mr. Spight, of Mississippi, 
regarding the race quéstton. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, made a speech 
on the tariff, and he declared unequivo- 
cally in favor of the tariff programme 
for the democratic party as outlined by 
Mr. Williams, the floor leader of the 
minority. 


Gillett on the Negro. 

Mr. Gillett saigq if he did not believe 
it fair or wise for the democrats of the 
South to say that they intend forever 
to prevent the negro from participation 
in government. There are ten million 
negroes of the south, he said, who can- 
not stay as they are, who either have 
got to go up or down. Nobody, he de- 
clared, wants the south to submit to 
negro domination, but the outrageous 
thing was that they say the negroes 
cannot be developed into the faculty of 
voting or becoming citizens. He was 
Surprised, he said, that no one on the 
democratic side of the house had de- 
nounced lynchings. The overwhelming 
proportion of lynchings, he asserted, oc- 
curred in the south. Some occurred in 
the north, too, he said. In the north, 
however, it was the disorderly element 
which conducted the lynchings, but the 
great mass of the people openly disa- 
vowed it, whereas, in the south, he said, 
they did not. Respegt for the law, he 
contended, should be glways present, but 
every time a man 8s lynched, it in- 
fringed that respect? for law without 
which no republican }government could 
endure, : 

People of the north recognize, he said, 
that mob violence ought to be stopped, 
not because of sympathy for the crim- 
inals, but from the results that are ex- 
pected to come from #t. In many cases 
burnings are not too, good for the crim- 
inal, and no punishment ‘ts too severe for 
him, but, he said, it is much better that 
the criminal should escape Hhls punish- 
ment than to have the law transgressed. 

Answering a question by Claude Kitch- 
in, of North Carolina, Mr. Gillett declar- 
ed that he condemned lynchings on any 
terms. 

Mr. Richardson, of Alabama, interrupt- 
ed to say that whenever the negroes 
Cease the crime of rape the lynchings 
and burnings will cease with it. 


North Doesn’t Like Negro. 

Mr. Gillett declared that the feeling in 
the north toward the negro is stronger 
than it is in the south. In the north, he 
Said, there is a stronger natural repug- 
nance toward the negro. At the same 
time, he said, the people of the north 
“don't recognize this preposterous talk of 
social eyuality and inequality.”’ He sup- 
posed, he said, there were no social 
grades in this country. Every man, he 
Said, can choose his friends and can as- 
Sociate With whomsoever he pleases. All 
classes socially are equal, he said, but 
that don’t mean we are all going to as- 
sociate together. Every man, he contin- 
ued, selects for his associates those most 
in sympathy with himself. He Spoke of 
the Booker Washington incident at the 
white house and said no one had the 
right to say it was a disgrace to invite 
Booker Washington to the white house. 

Mr. Gillett was asked by Claude Kitch- 
in if he had ever invited a negro to his 
table. 

Upon Mr. Gillett’s answering that he 
had not, Mr. Kitchin remarked: 

“I want you to practice what you 
preach.” 

A statement by Mr. Gillett that it is 
not blood that makes caste brought Mr. 
Slayden, of Texas, to his feet, who in- 
sisted that {it does make caste in this 
country. 

“It does in some parts of the country,” 
retorted Mr. Gillett. 

“You are apologizing for the president,’’ 
remarked Mr. Slayden. This Mr. Gillett 
denied, but he said he admired the presi- 
dent for what he had done, 

“It was,” he said “an evidence of a big 
heart and done by a man who had birth 
breeding and cultivation.” 


Clark on Lynching and Tarif¢. 

Champ Clark, of Missouri, declared that 
only when men of all races cease commit- 
ting rapes wil] lynchings cease. He had 
he said, known white men to be lynched 
for rape and he added: 

“They ought to be lynched, if 
my opinton.”’ 

Mr. Clark then turned his attention to 
the tariff question, commenting on 
speeches made by Messrs. Hepburn and 
Grosvenor and ridiculing the Stand-pat 
and Iowa ideas. He spoke of his ideas 
to place wood pulp on the free list as 
desired by the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation, and that republiean edito~s 
were kicking because their ox was 
gored, but had nothing to say of the 
exactions of the other trusts. Mr. Clark 
declared that there is no free trade in the 
United States, saying: 

“Whenever our stand-pat friends get 
into a hole they resurrect ‘the bogyman’ 
of free trade and hold him in terror over 
the heads of the American people. 

“Nobody knows better than they do 
that there is no free-trade party in the 
United States, and they ought to quit 
asserting that there is. We can all be 
honest, even if we can’t be great.” 

Mr. Trimble, of Kentucky, spoke in 
behalf of the tobacco growers of the 
country, and said they should be put 
on: the same plane as the cotton and 
wheat growers.

Washington, March  28.—(Special.)— 
General Manager Ackert, of the South- 
ern railway, today announced that sev- 
eral changes in the transportation de-

Wood has counties that give 162 votes in 
the convention, leaving 62 delegates not 
yet certain. 

Although Judge Wood carried the city 
of Little Rock by 900 majority, the coun- 
ty precincts came up strong for Governor 
Davis and according to figures at hand 
the governor has a majority of 69 in the 
county, 

The vote will be canvassed Officiaily 
tomorrow and a contest will be inst:iuted 
by followers of Wood. 

Indications are now that contesting 
delegations will be sent to the state con- 
ventions from at least half a dozen coun- 
ties and that the dispute will have tio be 
settled by the convention, which will be 
held in Hot Springs on the second Tues- 
day in June. 

In many of the counties apparently car- 
ried by Davis the county conventions 
that elect delegates to the state conven- 
tion are controlled by Wood men.

He quoted from a service pension Dill 
pending before congress to show that the 
order had copied its exact language. 
“Why?’ Mr. Carmack asked, and re- 
plied that it was because it had become 
evident that no pension legislation could 
be gotten through congress. 

“Then.” he went on, “the secretary 
said we won't fool with those cattle up 
there (as the president once called con- 
gress): we won't fool with those cattle, 
but we will accomplish the same result 
by executive order, a simple twist of the 
wrist.’’ 

Mr. Foraker asked If ff was not true 
that Mr. Cleveland had Issued a simiier 
order in regard tn Mexican pensions, but 
Mr. Carmack Thsisted that the action on 
Mexican pensions was the result of leg- 
islation and not of an executive order. 

Mr. Carmack admitted, however, that 
the first step fixing old age as an evidence 
disability had been taken Dy Mr.

Mr. McCumber, chairman of the com- 
mittee on pensions, said that the present 
practice is to assume disability at the 
ege of 65 He contended that according 
to the order the fact that a man has 
reached the age of 62 is taken only as 
prima facie evidence of disability. The 
effect of the order would be to advance 
the age three years. 

Mr. Foraker defended the order as a 
rraiseworthy one in purpose and contend- 
ed that the law gives the secretary au- 
thority to make rules and regulations for 
the enforcement of the statute. Hence {ft 
vas entirely competent for the secretary 
to fix age as a proof of incapacity. He 
called attention to the order issued by 
Judge Lochren, who was pension com- 
missioner during the administration of 
Mr. Cleveland, fixing the age of 65 as an 
evidence of disability. 

Mr. Foraker said his understanding cf 
the order that an ex-soldier does not 
necessarily come into a pension at the 
age of 62, but that the fact of age is only 
evidential fact which shifts the bur- 
den of proof to the government. 

Mr. Gallinger called attention to the 
fact that such latitude had been exercised 
in administering the law of 1890 and he 
cited the acts of Commissioners Black and 
Evans in regard to widows’ pensiong in 
Support of the statement,

The pension resolution then was laid 
aside, and the District of Columbia ap- 
propriation bill passed after a little dis- 
cussion of amendments.

killed, and that only 20 per cent of a 
crop was left in south Georgia. Undoubt- 
edly Mr. Stevens was incorrectly quoted. 
There is the Yargest crop in this sec- 
tion that has ever been known, and none 
of it has been killed. It will be im- 
possible for the trees to support the 
crop. Every little twig is loaded. The 
bloom is now falling, leaving the tiny 
Elberta shrouded in the husk. If noth- 
ing happens from now on the crop in this 
section will be the best in our history. 
There are fifty thousand trees planted at 
this place. 

Frost ™ Texas. 

Worth, Tex., March 28.—Central 
was visited by frost at many 
points last night.

MAY DO DAMAGE 


Night Was Critical 
Stage According*to 
Forecaster, 


Last 


The weather today is likely to be fair 
and warmer. 

Yesterday afternoon Loca] Forecaster 
Marbury was asked regarding the present 
cold wave and its probpble damage to 
fruit trees throughout the state. He said: 

“IT hardly think much damage has been 
Gone ag yet, but tonight will be the criti- 
ca] time. I dare say the thermometer 
may go down to the freezing point. Yes- 
terday it dropped to 34 degrees, but brisk 
winds kept the air in circulation and 
this proved a great protection to the 
fruit trees, 

“I am afraid, however, that tonight wil) 
be still and cold and here is where the 
anger lies. As long as the air is kept 
in cireulation the moisture does not have 
time to settle down and freeze afterwards 
@S it does on a cold still night. I expect 
to see the mercury drop down around the 
freezing point in the northern part of ihe 
State and if the wind dies down there wiil 
be some damage, how much of course it 
would be impossibJe to foretell.” 

The drop in the temperature certainly, 
had the effect of bringing out wraps ang 
evercoats that most owners had hoped 
Would not be called into use again this 
Season. And the winds, while they may 
have been a great prctection to the fruit 
trees, were certainly a great detriment to 
the shoppers and others who had occasion 
to be on the streets. Some men, there 
were, who pulled their hats over their 
ears, but almost every pedestrian could 
be seen walking with one hand on his hat 
to prevent sudden chases and embarrass- 
ment. <As for the ladies, they simply 
stuck about eleven extra hat pins in their 
bead arrangements that gave a decided 
porcupinish effect.

WHITE FRIENDS: 


So Booker Washington Says 
in an Address in New 
York, 


New York, March 28.—‘‘I have a most 
profound belief that no race in ancient 
or modern history has ever equaled 
the American negro in development in 
all directions,”’ said Booker T. Wash- 
ington, in addressing a meeting here of 
the Society for Ethical Culture. He 
expressed the opinion further that the 
cOlored man should be encouraged to 
Temain in the south. He said: 

“Because of the negro’s progress in 
the present and my faith in his future, 
I was never prouder than [ am today 
of being a negro. 

‘‘Nine-tenths of the intelligent mem- 
bers of our race will agree that the 
great ‘body of our people are to reside 
in the south, and that they should be 
encouraged to do so. Since this is agreed 
upon, it naturally follows that the ne- 
gro should, in every praiseworthy man- 
ner, cultivate the friendship and the 
sympathy of the people by whos? side 
he is to live. Any other course. would 
be suicidal, unnatural and _ illogical. 

“In saying this, I do not mean that 
we should submit to injustice. No one 
respects a strong, honest character more 
than the sOuthern white man does. At 
the present time the race Needs every 
white friend it can command, whether 
he resides at the sOuth or the north. 
The problems before us are not to be 
settled by emigration, extermination 
Or amalgamation, but by sympathetic 
cooperation between the races.’’

They Will Come from Two Camps 
and Begin Work on 
April 1. 

Fulton county will receive her share of 
shori-term felony convicts, allowed un- 
der the new state law, on Friday, April 
1, and they will at once be put to work 
building the new Roswell road. 

Fulton county is entitled to 106 con- 
victs, and this number will be appor- 
tioned from two convict camps. Sixty- 
nine of the convicts will come from the 
Dade coal mines, in Dade county, and 
the remaming thirty-seven will be 
brought from the Chattahoochee camp at 
the river. 

Colonel Clifford L. Anderson, chairman

The Roswell road, on which the con- 
victs will do their first work under the 
new arrangement, is to be an entirely 
new thoroughfare, and will extend from 
Atlanta Heights to Roswe:l, a distance 
of about !2 miles, The road ts to repre- 
sent a modern piece of work and will 
prove a great improvement to the north- 


ern section of the county.

net be used on the long country roads. 
The county has supervision over a num- 
ber of important thoroughfares in the 
suburbs of the city, outside of the city 
limits, and the new paving would be used 
on those streets and roads.

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BRAND OF GUILT PUT 
ON SENATOR BURTON 


Member of United States Ser- 
ale Convicied of Having 
Sold Influence 


VERDICT COSTS BURTON 
HIS SEAT IN SENATE 


Contest for the Place Will Immedi- 
ately Begin in Kansas—The 
Jury Deliberated for 41 
Hours Before Arriv- 
ing at Verdict. 


St. Louis, March 28.—Joseph Ralph Bur. 
ton, senior United States senator from 
Kansas, was convicted by a jury tn the 
United States district court today on a 
charge of having accepted compensation 
to protect the interests of the Rialto 
Grain and Securities Company, of St. 
Louls, before the postoffice department. 
The jury deliberated forty-one hours. 

A motion for a new trial was immedi- 
ately filed by the counsel for the senator. 
Judge Adams thereupon. ordered that 
Senator Burton appear in court either in 
person or by proxy at 10 o’clock from 
day to day until! the court has heard the 
arguments for a new trial and if decided 
against him to fix his punishment. 

For a time there threatened to be a dis- 
agreement in the jury. The jury was 
brought before Judge Adams, who asked 
the cause for the long delay. He was told 
that eleven jurors had agreed, but the 
twelfth stood alone. 

Lone Juror Admonished. 

The court admonished the lone juror 
that the expense of a new trial should 
not be incurred because of him faillng 10 
agree with the majority of the jurors. A 
precedent was quoted showing that the 
majority of the jurors should decide the 
Cage before them and a verdict be ren- 
dered accordingly. The jury was then 
told to go back and poll its vote once 
more. Soon after the jury reported, bring- 
ing in a verdict, but Judge Adams found 
that the third count in the indictment 
had not been considered and again he 
sent the jury back to consider the case 
without having announced the verdict re- 
turned. 

The third time the jury entered the 
court room the result of its deliberations 
Was announced and United States Sena- 
tor Burton stood convicted on the charges 
brought against him in the {ndictment. 

Senator Burton was indicted in January 
last. Although as a member of congress, 
he could not be arrested until after that 
body adjourned, he voluntarily surrender- 
ed himself to the prosecuting authorities. 
Hle still had two years to serve in the 
senate. 

If today’s verdict {s sustained Senator 
Burton will lose his seat in the senate and 
forever be prohibited from holding any 
office of public trust. 


Burton Pale and Nervous. 

Senator Burton went directly from the 

court room to the Southern hotel after 
the verdict was rendered, and retired to 
his room for rest. After a time he went 
to the hotel lobby and sat around talk- 
ing with friends who occasionally drop- 
ped in. Apparently he was very nervous 
and his appearance was wan, the anxiety 
of the past week having very perceptibly 
left its effect. When asked by The As- 
sociated Press if he had anything to say 
concerning the verdict, he hesitated a 
few moments, and then with a gesture of 
his hand sald: : 
‘y refer all inquirles to my attorneys. 
You certainiy appreciate the situation, 
and understand that I have nothing to 
say.”’ 

The evidence adduced against Senator 
Burton may be summarized as follows: 

In November, 1902, he accepted a posi- 
tion to become general counsel] of the 
Rialto Grain and Securitisas Company, a 
concern whose operations at the time 
were under the scrutiny of postoffice 
officials. 

Burton demanded $2,500 for his ser- 
vices, but he was satisfied to be palfd in 
monthly installments of $500 each. 

Soon after his ¢mployment it developed 
that the federal grand jury was investi- 
gating the Brooks Brokerage Company, 
with which Major Hugh C. Dennis, pres!- 
dent of the Rialto Company, had been as- 
sociated. Numerous letters written by 
Burton showed that the senator was us- 
ing his influence to prevent the issuance 
of a fraud order against the Rallto Grain 
and Securities Company. 

Burton submitted regular reports to 
the Rialto people, telling them how mat- 
ters were progressing at Washington, ad- 
vising them of the complaints filed at 
the postoffice department, and clotng 
with the assurance that “if you look 
after things at your end of the line I wih 
attend to matters here.’’ 

Testimony of postoffice officials that 
Senator Burton had told them he intend- 
ed to practice before the department; that 
he had lost $70,000 in a panic and desired 
to make some money as a practicing 
lawyer.’ 


Matter Discussed at Washington, 


Washington, March 28.—Members of the 
senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions have discussed informally the con- 


viction of Senator Burton, but until the 
inatter comes before the committee the 


views. 

lt will take a formal action by tho 
senate to deciare Senator. Burton's, seat 
vacant and this will not be done until a 
court of last resort has passed upon the 
Case. 

Senators know of no precedents, as no 
convictions of senators are within recol- 
lection.

Washington, March 23.—(Special).—Sen- 
ator Clay introduced today an amend- 
ment which he will seek to have placed 
upon the postoffice appropriation bill pro- 
viding for publicity in all matters per- 
taining to the purchase of supplies by 
the postoffice department. This is in 
line with the fight Senator Clay has been 
making in the senate postoffice committee 
for the correction of the evils which have 
grown up in the department under its 
administrations by the representatives of 
the republican party. ‘This amendment 
provides that all purchases of supplies 
shall be upon competitive bidding, and 
that then the postmaster general shall 
keep in a permanent record an abstract 
of all bids received showing in detail not 
only the successful bidder but all the 
bids. 

It also provides that each bidder shal! 
have the right to be present either in 
person or through representation by his 
attorney upon the opening of all bids, 
These records shall be open at al] time 
to inspection by congress or by partieg 
interested and shall be embodied in re- 
ports made to congress at the beginning 
of each regular session. Senator Clay 
also provides that in the purchases made 
by the department preference shall be 
given to articles of domestic production 
and manufacture, the conditions of price 
and quality belng equal.

Paste This in Your Hat! 
There are two well organized state 
Parker clubs in Georgia—both fully 


“equipped for -service, and each offi- 


cered on a European war basis. 

We are frank to say that this is 
none of The Constitution’s business at 
this time, but in the event the democ- 
racy of New. York instructs for Parker 
it will become a very serious part of 
Lhe Constitution’s business to untan- 
gle the knot now being tied by the 
over-enthusiastic contestants for offi- 
cial recognition in the lining up of 
Georgia for Parker. 

If the New York _ state convention, 
which meets April 18th, instructs for 
Parker, The Constitution will urge the 
democracy of other states to take that 
as the cue for the party’s national 
action, on the basis that New York 
can better express the sentiment of 
that state than outsiders can for it. 

If New York does not send a Parker 
delegation to the national convention, 
all the clubs that Georgia might or- 
ganize would not nominate him for 
president at St. Louis. : 

Bvery indication, however, points to 
an overwhelming Parker convention 
in New York and to an emphatically 
instructed Parker delegation from that 
state. 

And that is why The Constitution 
views with alarm the cat and dog con- 
dition now existing between the two 
Parker clubs of Georgia. 

It is not The Constitution’s business 
to place the blame for the ugly mess 
presented, but we make bold to say 
that if this unfortunate wrangle is con- 
tinued your Uncle Obediah B. Stevens, 
who is the smoothest article in Geor- 
gia politics, will have an anti-Parker 
majority in his vest pocket when the 
state convention meets in Atlanta to 
send delegates to St. Louis. 

Believing that New York is certain 
to declare for Parker, and being sure, 
therefore, that The Constitution will 
be called upon to assist in the effort 
to put this state in the Parker column 
at St. Louis—a duty we will cheerfully 
perform when New York leads the 
way—we most earnestly appeal to the 
fractious Parker brethren who are 
now chiefly engaged in causing trou- 
ble not to make the task any more 
difficult than absolutely necessary.

Turning Their Backs on Investiga- 
tion. 

If there is one thing more certain 
than another, it is that the republi- 
cans are airaid to have the lid re 
moved from the postoffice depart- 
ment. The real reason for their fear 
is that they want no more exposures 
on the eve of 2 national campaign. 
Indeed, they have demonstrated that 
they dare not venture upon an inves- 
tigation at this time. They made 
every effort to e:cape it, and were at 
last driven to plead a mere techni- 
cality as their excuse. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, 
was pitiless. He was so persistent, 
indeed, tnat no woundt he earned the 
reputation of impoliteness during the 
last week or two. He proposed an 
amendment to the pastoffice appro- 
priation bill, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a select committee of 
five members of the house and three 
senators to make a complete investi- 
gation into the alleged frauds of the 
postoffice department. Thereupon, 
the point of order was made that the 
amendment was not germane, and 
was new legislation. It was in vain 
that Mr.’ Williams urged the with- 
drawal of the point of order; the at- 
fitude of the republicans was such 
that they might as well have said, 
“If we do not insist on this point of 
order, our party will be injured by the 
exposure that will ensue.” 

The point of order was made by 
Mr. Overstreet, and Mr. Williams re- 
minded him that he _ stood in be- 
tween this investigation of the post- 
office department by congress with 
his point of order. Then the minor- 
ity leader appealed to the house from 
the decision of the chair, and follow- 
ed this up by some very embarrass- 
ing remarks. He wanted to know 
what a miserable little rule of the 
house amounted to when it is consid- 
ered that it is the only obstruction 
lying between the republicans and a 
righteousness far greater than the 
righteousness of a technical decision, 
and he declared that the only way 
honesty can be secured in the post- 
office department was either by the 
gentleman withdrawing his point of 
order, or by the house marching ove: 
the point bodily. 

Mr. Williams begged Mr. Over- 
street to withdraw his point of order, 
so that the country will not have it 
to say that, rather than have an in- 
vestigation of rottenness, the house 
will stand upon a bare little parlia-

| mentary technicality that amounts ‘to 
nothing in any citizen’s mind; and he 
warned the republicans that the peo- 
ple of the United States are a greater 
power than the house, and would 
know that when a gentleman makes 
a point of order as the répresenta- 
tive of his party, it is because his 
party does not want the postoffice in- 
vestigated. : 

Such republicans as Grosvenor, 
Payne and Cooper felt it incumbent 
on them to come to the defense of the 
tactics agreed on by the republicans 
to smother an investigation, but they 
were wise enough to confine them- 
selves to showing that the amend- 
ment of Mr. Williams was clearly ob- 
noxious to the rules. In reply, Mr. 
Williams gaid he had not sworn to 
support the rules of the house, but 
to do his duty to the country; and he 
declared he was not hypocrite enough 
to disguise his purpose and object, 

Whereupon the republicans turned 
their backs on an investigation which 
they could not afford to make at the 
beginning of a national campaign— 
and surely the people are wise enough 
to understand their motives.

The “Split Infinitive.” 

Professor Thomas R. Lounsbury, 
of Yale, may surely be described as 
the good angel of the many sincere 
persons among the English-speaking 
people who are all the time trying 
to write their own language as cor- 
rectly as they can, but who some- 
how are unable to escape the various 
snares and pitfalls that are set for 
their unwary feet by that industrious 
company of pretended purists who 
are engaged in furnishing the world 
with verbal criticism, 

To the current number of Harper’s 
Magazine Professor Lounsbury con- 
tributes a very readable essay on 
“*To’ and the Infinitive,” and this con- 
tribution is of such a character that 
it should put heart in those who 
write with the fear of the verbal 
critics always in their minds. It 
seems that Mr. Andrew Land, who is 
such an industrious person that he 
has been described as a syndicate to 
which three or four, or perhaps a 
dozen, persons contribute, once de- 
livered a lecture on “How To Fail in 
Literature,” in the course of which 
he advises all candidates for failure 
to be as reckless of grammar as pos- 
sible; and he fllustrates what he 
means by recklessness by suggesting 
that the aforesaid candidates “should 
always place adverbs and other words 
between ‘to’ and the infinitive.” This 
is what the verbal critics and the 
editors who ape them call the “split 
infinitive,” and they have followed 
the advice of Mr. Lang so closely that 
it is now regarded as a grammatical 
crime to séparate ‘to’ from the 
verb, 

First of all, Professor Lounsbury 
desires to know which of the thousand 
and one English grammars is the 
authoritative one, and to ask the 
question is to drop a bombshell into 
the camp of the verbal critics, Next 
he inquires why it should be regarded 
as improper, and this is bombshell No. 
2; and the third bombshell lies in the 
inquiry, Why is it a barbarism, a 
solecism, a corruption? In the nature 
of things there will be no reply, for, 
as Professor Lounsbury shows, when, 
in the fourteenth century, a great lit- 
erature began to be created, it found 
fastened to the language this fashion 
of splitting the infinitive which is 
now said to be a literary crime, a 
crime so monstrous, that, as Profes- 
sor Lounsbury points out, to describe 
it, the extraordinary grammatical ter- 
minology which we have just employ- 
ed is necessary—the “split infinitive.” 

As Dr. Fitzedward Hall has shown, 
and as Professor Lounsbury shows 
once more, English literature fairly 
teems with it. It is employed by 
some of our most famous authors, and 
it is still necessary in many instances 
where a writer desires to be idiomatic, 
or where he desires to avoid the 
strange tang of affection that fre- 
quently results from the usage that 
the verbal critics admire. Macaulay 
wrote: “In order fully to appreciate 
the character of Lord Holland,” etc, 
The next year he revised his essays, 
and the sentence we have quoted now 
stands, “In order to fully appreciate 
Lord Holland,” etc. : 

So, under the wing of Professor 
Lounsbury, those who have been 
afraid of the verbal critics may now 
go about their work in peace, con- 
fident that they will not go far 
wrong if they trust to an instinct that 
has been trained by an acquaintance 
with the great writers of the past.

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A number ef prominent convict lessees 
were at the capitol yesterday discussing 
business matters with the members of 
the prison commission.

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Just now é€very one is greatly interested 
in the coming fruit crop, which means so 
much to the men who own the orchards 
in Georgia and to the people who like 
peaches in all parts of the country and 
the famous Elberta peaches best of all. 
An experiment tried some years ago may 
prove interesting at this time. The 
writer was sent!by a newspaper to re- 
port the experiences of fruit growers in* 
the Cumberland valley that runs between 
the Blue Ridge of southern Pennsylvania 
on through Maryland and ends at the 
crossing of the Shenandoah river only 
to continue on through the mountains of 
Virginia under the name of the Shenan- 
doah valley, a section redolent with mem- 
ories of some of the most terrible battles 
during the war between the states. 

The experiment tried by the fruit men 
was the planting of about one persim- 
mon tree to every fifty peach trees in 
some of the orchards that are to be found 
on the slopes of the foothills of the val- 
ley. It was claimed that the pollen of 
the persimmon blossoms when carried to 
the Polen of the peach blossoms had the 
effect of fertilizing the latter and mak.- 
ing them bear more heavily. It was 
just at the beginning of the experiment 
and nurserymen were planting persim- 
mon trees in their orchards by the hun- 
dreds. Scientists arrived on the grounds 
and differed with each other as they gen- 
erally do when two or three are gathered 
for discussion 

Of course, it made a very good story 
indeed and a staff artist drew pictures 
of the new state of affairs in the Cum- 
berland valley. The persimmon trees 
were pictured dresed in men’s clothes, 
while all of the other trees in the imme- 
diate vicinity were pictured in gowns 
then in vogue, leaning toward the per- 
simmons in very much the same way 
that the lovesick maidens used to lean 
toward Runnythorne, the esthetic poet 
in Gilbert & Sullivan's opera of ‘Pa- 
tience.”’ Then little’ children peaches 
hung behind the skirts of their mothers 
or asked Old Man Persimmon for a nick®@l 
or were sent to the same person for 
chastisement, which they accepted after 
the good old-fashioned woodshed modus 
operandi. 

It certainly made a great story, the 
humor of which was chiefly due to the 
funny pictures of that clever cartoonist, 
Fred Morgan, who was for many years 
one of the leading caricaturists of Eng- 
land. But after the story appeared there 
came volumes of remonstrance from the 
fruit growers of the Cumberland, wh* 
complained that the newspaper was mak- 
ing light of a very serious subject and 
one that affected the prosperity of the 
commonwealth. So great was the feel- 
ing and so busy did the scientists grow 
in proving that there was the best of rea- 
sons for the mixing of the pollens of the 
two trees that quite a warfare resulted. 
But experience proved that there was 
little in the fad and tWo years after- 
wards there was a decided drop in the 
value of persimmon trees. 

But almest any fruit grower will tell 
you that the best results can be obtain- 
ed by having trees of different varieties 
in the same orchard. From which it 
would seem that peach trees are just 
mear enough to the human race to reap 
something of the same harvest from

Mississippi Sheriff Prevents 
the Lynching of a 
Negro, 


Jackson, Miss., March 28.—(Special.)— 
There is at least one instance on record 
in Mississippi where a brave and de- 
términed officer. single handed, and 
armed only with a smal} pistol, has saved 
a negro from an infuriated mob and 
frustrated a lynching. 

Sheriff Magee, of Pearl River county, 
arrived in Jackson this morning having 
in custody a negro named Julius Pace, 
who committed the most heinous of all 
crimes, a criminal assault on a little 
white girl 7 years of age, in that county 
about dark Saturday evening. The crime 
occurred about one mile from Columbia. 

The negro was captured 3 miles from 
the scene Sunday morning by a search- 
ing party of about one hundred citizens, 
and while they were en route to the ren- 
dezvous agreed upon for the lynching, 
Deputy Sheriff T. T. For§, appeared 
upon the scene, covered the crowd with 
his pistol and demanded the prisoner. 
The negro was promptly turned over and

WWDCE SWAYNE 
FINDS A FRIEND 


fillelte, of California, Attacks 
the Impeachment Report 


Every Ground Urged in the Majority 
Report for Impeaching the Fed- 
eral Judge Is Attacked—The 
Question of Non-Resi- 
dence. 


Washington, March 28.—Representative 
Gillette, of California, has prepared and 
submittegd a minority report against the 
resolution adopted by a majority of the 
committee on the judiciary to impeach 
Judge Swayne, of the northern district 
of Florida, for high misdemefnhors. Every 
sround urged by the committee for im- 
peachment is attacked in this report. 

First, on the question of non-residence, 
it appears from the minority report that 
Judge Swayne moved to Florida in the 
year 1885, and in 1889 was appointed 
district judge of the northern district of 
Florida, and made his home at St. Au- 
gustine. The report then shows that 
the boundary of the district was changed 
and that Swayne removed to Pensacola. 


The efforts he made to procure a reasi- 
dence in which to live in that place are 
set forth. It is shown that: he lived 
there in a hotel. 

Judge Swayne, the report says, was 
absent a great deal] from his district, but 
this was due to the fact that he was or- 
dered by Judges Pardee and McCormick, 
to Alabama, Louisiana and Texas, where 
he held court each year from six to eight 
months. It took him about two months 
each year to try cases commenced before 
his couet. The evidence shows that 
Judge Swayne during all the time com- 
plained of was trying cases in Florida, 
Alabama, Loulsiana and Texas, on an 
average of about nine months each year, 
and that in July and August he took his 
vacation. 


The O’Neal Case. 
Second. Finding O’Neal guilty on con- 
tempt. 

The evidence shows that one Greenhut 
was appointed trustee of the Moreno 
‘bankrupt estate, that as such trustee and 
as an officer of Judge Swayne’s court in 
the discharge of his official duties, 
commenced an action in the court of 
Florida against the American national 
bank and other defendants to declare a 
certain deed of property and mortgages 
thereon null and void, and to recover 
the property for the benefit of the cred- 
itors of said bankrupt. One W. C. O’Neal 
was the president of the American na- 
tional bank, and he became angry at 
Greenhut becauSe-he had made the bank 
a party to this action, he went to Green- 
hut’s office, where he kept the books and 
papers of the estate, to reproach Green- 
hut for commencing the action as he 
admits himself, and to reproach him for 
so doing, and went so far as to make an 
assault upon Greet with a knife, and 
cut him through hi8S ear, across his face 
to his mouth and stabbed him three 
times. This assault was brought to Judge 
Swavne's notice by an affidavit filed by 
Greenhut and he cited O'Neal to 
cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt for assaulting an officer of the 
court and interfering with him in the 
lawful discharge of his dutiés as such 
officer. 

O'Neal answered. the court tritd the 
matter, found O'Neal guilty of contempt 
charged and sentenced him to sixty 
days’ imprisonment. 

O'Neal then took a writ of error to the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
that court last June dismissed it. He 
then sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
before Cireuit Judge Pardee and last 
November Judge Pardee, Judge McCor- 
mick and Judge Shelby, concurring, dis- 
missed the writ and remanded O'Neal to 
the custody of the marshal, It was O'Neal 
taht employed lawyers to lobby the reso- 
lution through the legislature of Flor- 
ida, and he also employed the attorneys 
who represented the prosecution at the 
investigation, 

Belden and Davis Case. 

Third. As to the findings of Belden 
and Davis guilty of contempt. 

These lawyers were attorneys for the 
plaintiff in a involving a tract of 
land in which claim was made that 
Judge Swayne was interested, The 
judge's wife had negotiated for the prop- 
erty, but when he found it was in liti- 
gation the negotiations were dropped. 
While the sult’ was pending before 
Swayne the plaintiffs afd their attorneys 
brought suit in the state court against 
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Swayne to ejecf him from the property, 
though {ft is asserted Swayne never had 
possession of the property. The suit 
was never pressed and afterward the 
parties were tried and found gullty of 
contempt. They sued out a writ of 
habeas conpus before Judge Pardee, and 
he, altting with two other circuit judges, 
dismissed the writ. 

Fourth. Hoskins bankrupt case. 

The creditors of one Hoskins petitioned 
to ferce him into bankruptcy. The mat- 


ter came up for trial.on March 31, and 
at that time the attorneys for the credl- 


tors asked the court to continue the case 
for two weeks, until they could pro- 
cure certain account books which it 
was alleged helonged to the bankrupt, 
and which contained material evidence 
for the creditors. and that they could 
not safely proceed to trial without them. 
The attorneys for Hoskins. bankrupt, 
stated that the hooks d!ld not belong to 
the bankrupt, and contained no evidence. 
and that. they had witnesraes there to 
prove this fact. On March 6. Mr. Rich- 
Ardson, a denuty of the recefver in the 
Tfoskina bankrupt estate, wae receivine 
the property belonging to said estate 
from the United States marshal. and the 
books 'n question were taken hy him 
from the hankrvowmt’ec store | 

The bankrunt told his son to take the 
books from the deputy receiver, and he 
did so, claiming them to belong to him. 
But {fn order to co this he wae obliged to 
use force and he daragwred Richardson 
who {fm an old man. from his hueev and 
brutally heat him so that he was enn- 
fined to hia hed for several weeks. The 
receiver filed an affidavit ifn Judge: 
Swayne’s court setting forth the facts 
above stated. stating that he helieved 
the books helonged to the hankrunt. that 
thev were taken hv force from an officer 
of the court. and asked for a rule to 
cite young Hoskins to annear and show 
canse why he should not he puntshed for 
contempt. Yourne Hoekine evaded thea 
officers, kept the hooks and never did 
nradnee them. Judge Swavne wanted 
to produce the hooks as thev 
wera the hest evidence: hut he never aid 
and Judge Swayne refused to proceed 
with the frial until they were produced, 
and in doing so exercised a reasonsrble 
discretion At this time a)! of Hoskins’ 
propertv had been turned over to him, 
he could pay all his debts and the only 
in the way of a -c¢et- 
tlement ws the question of costs.  Hos«- 
kins refusing to pay any costs whatever. 
Judge Swayne returned afterward to 
Pensacola to try the case, but the parties 
had stipulated to try it in the following 
fall, but before that time the case was 
settled. Youttg Hoskins. who assaulted 
Richards, was never arrested 

The Corruption Charge. 

The foregoing are the charges upon 
which it is asked that Judge Swayne be 
impeached and the main facts surround- 
ing each case as shown by the minority 
report. It also appears according to the 
report, that though Judge Swayne was 
charged with corruption, ignorance and 
incompetency, that no evidence to sup- 
port these charges were given, and that 
no evidence was offered to show that 
bankruptcy cages pending before him 
were mismanaged. 

On the contrary, the reports asserts, the 
records introduced show that he has made 
a good record as a judge, and in the 
administration of the bankruptcy cases 
as appeared from the attorney general's 
report, the average cost of each case has 
been far less than the average cust 
throughout the country. 

Mr. Gillett is authority for the state- 
ment that the report will be signed by 
himself, Chairman Jenkins and Repre- 
Sentatives Alexander, Parker and Little- 
field. Representatives Nevin, Thomas, 
Warner and Pearre were absent at the 
time the vote was taken, but Mr. Gil- 
lette believes they also will sign the mi- 
nority views, which would divide the 
committee nine against, eight for im- 
peachment. 


SULLY ASSETS 
OVER A MILLION 


Statement Is Made by the 
Attorney of the Cotton 
Bull. 


New York, March 28.—Superintendent 
of the cotton exchange made a statement 


today to the effect that Daniel J. Sully 
On Saturday afternoon file@ a notice with 
the exchange to the effect that his busi- 
ness was in the hands of receivers, and 
on that account he could not file with 
the exchange a detailed statement of his 
assets and liabilities. The Sully notice 
was prompted by the exchange rule re- 
quiring a member to file such a statement 
within ten days after failure to meet 
obligations. 

By complying with the rule as closely 
as the circumstances of his affairs per- 
mitted, Mr. Sully removed any possibility 
of having nis application for restored 
membership refused when his business 
troubies are settled, the penalty for non- 
compliance with the rule being a forfeit- 
ure of membership rights. 

The following statement was given out 
today by John R. Dos Passos: 

“Mr. Dos Passos, counsel for Mr. Sully, 
appeared before the committee of cred- 
itors in the cotton exchange this after- 
noon and stated in behalf of Mr. Sullv 
that the latter desired to have his affairs 
arranged and adjusted immediately, and 
he authorized a proposition to his credl- 
tors of forty cents on the dollar cash. 
payable within 30 days and the balance 
in notes without interest payable In one, 
two and three years. 

“In addition to the above, he proposed 
to resign to a committee of creditors 
all the rights and titles and interest of 
the firm of D. J. Sully & Co. and D. J. 
Sully individually in the clamor claims 
which they or he have against Hawley 
and Ray arising out of their joizt trans- 
actions and operations in cotton. 

“Mr. Dos Passos explained that if the 
matter were allowed to run along for an 
indefinite time, the assets of Sully & Co. 
would be diminished and fritted away 
by al] kinds of expenses and that he ap- 
peared before the committee to have the 
affairs of Mr. Sully adjusted on business 
principles, which involved economy and 
promptness. 

“The committee has no power to accept 
the proposition of Mr. Sully, but it was 
agreed to consult immediately with the 
receivers and creditors of D. J. Sully & 
Co, for the purpgse of receiving authority 
to act upon the proposition. 

“The situation at the present time Is 
that if the body of the creditors agree 
to Mr. Sully’s proposition he will be able 
to resume his buSiness in the near fna- 
ture. It is assumed the committee of 
creditors will meet tomorrow. 

““The books of the Sully firm show the 
assets to be $1,100,000 as a minimum, 
with a possibility of more.”
